cause. I have compared the cablegrams from 
many different quartersand have read Par- 
nell’s speeches carefully and I gather from 
allthese-that he is going to be beaten next 
Monday by a large majority. In the event of 
his defeat I shall look with the greatest hope 
to the negotiations between Parnell and 
O'Brien. Iam surprised at the attack of Mr? 
Parnell on Sir John Pope Hennessy, because 
Mr. Parnell had selected him as his candidate 
before the split in the party. Sir John un- 
dpubtedly has held high office under the 
British crown, but he has got into rows wher 
everhe has gone by the earnestness with 
which he has defended the rights of the 
masses, whether white or black, against the 
oppression of the small, wealthy English mi- 
nority. He has never concealed the fact that 
he is an Irish Nationalist. He is a man of 
brilliant abilities, an able debater and I be- 
lieve him to be thoroughly sincere in his de- 
sire to help Ireland secure home rule. Prob- 
ably hisobject in entering Parliament now is 
to qualify, not for an English political life, 
but for political life in Ireland. Lately he has 
purchased the cattle which formerly be- 
longed to Sir Walter Raleigh and in which the 
poet Spenser wrote ‘‘The Fairie Queen.’’ 
LITTLE HOPE OF SUCCESS. 

Mr. O’Connor gajd frankly that he cons id 
ered the prospects of hdeerrdle muth worse 
than they were three weeksago,.and that if 
Parnell continued in his present course there 
was not the slightest hope for it. 

‘*T should like,’’ said he, ‘‘to ask the men 
who are shouting for Parnell whether they 
seriously think we have the smallest chance 
of getting a majority atthe next election if 
Parnell retains the leadership. For myself, I 
have no hesitation in saying that unless the 
breach is healed.soon the Tories will havea 
majority of eighty or ninety in Parliament. 
If the Parnell shouters desire proof of this,let 
them look at the returns of the late election 
in the Basset law division of Nottingham. But 
for the split in the Irish party a Liberal would 
undoubtedly have been elected. As it was the 
Liberal candidate was beaten by several hun- 
dred majority more than in 1885. This is a fair 
indication of what is certain to take place all 
over the country at the next general election. 
For defeats of this kind, which will insure to 
Ireland six or seven years more of coercion, 
Parnell and his supporters will bear a heavy

The Great African Explorer Arrives in 
St. Louis. To-Day. 


HE TALKS PLEASANTLY AND INTEREST- 
INGLY ON A VARIETY OF TOPICS. 


His Early Days in 8t. Louis Recalled by 
a Walk—His Experience as an Indian 
War Correspondent—How He Would 
Sottle the Present Troubles—TheAfrican 
Railroad. 


Mr. lienry M. Stanley and wife arrived in 
the city this morning and have taken a suite 
ofapartments at the Southern. They at- 
tended by Saleh, the Zanzibari, who once 
Saved theexpedition by disclosing a plot.

He 
is a much more impressive man than his pict- 
ure represents him to be, and his appearance 
and bearing inspire one with tmplicit confi- 
dence atonce. Knowing him, one would not 
fear to go through ‘‘Darkest Africa’’ under 
his leadership, for the power to command 
shows inevery lincament of hisface. He is 
rather short in stature, but power- 
fully built, with massive shoulders and 
limbs and a deep, strong chest. His 
hairis snowy white, sois his musiache. His 
eye enlivens witha flery light when he talks 
of his adventures.

**So he is a wild man inthe woods, but he 
has hides, rubber, gum copal, ivory, articles 
of trade, Mido you never saw such traders 
in your life iive a clothing merchant an 
idea that you may be induced to buy clothes, 
and with the same persistency with which he 
will pursue you will you be pursued by the 
Africans. They will run along the banks of a 
river, following a boat and shouting: ‘Why 
don’t you stop and trade with us?’ I will give 
you an idea of what that railroad will be. Say 
itwili cost £1,000,000. At 38 per cent it wiil 
only have to earn £30,000 a year and 
its expenses. Now, the character of its 
territory I can make clear to you by 
comparing it to your own pe ed 
The Congo contains a greater volume of water 
than the Mississippi, though it is not so long. 
New Orleans is situated about 120 miles from 
the mouth. For that distance you can navi- 
gate the Congo; then there isa serles of rap- 
lds until you reach a point about as faras 
Baton Rouge. From there oh the river 
widens out until it becomesa huge circle, 700 
inilesin length. Thisis the outlet for millions 
of square miles of territory and its products. 
Now the railroad will run from the mouth to 
a point abovethe rapids and steamers navi 
gating this river will draw products from 
millions of miles. The goods ‘which 
are sentin will De paid forin raw material. 
We already have a town of 30,000 at the point 
above the rapids. It furnishes us 4,000 native 
soldiers and police. They guard the country 
and go as far as 1.000 miles in one direction 
and 600 miles in another. And thists the place 
where Il was fought by these people for six 
hours in 1876. I had justtaken the meridian 
when canoes, #00 of them, filled with men, 
darted out in ev ery direction, and they fought 
meuntil sunset. They would not give up. 
They are as vicious as your Indians, but if 
you get a chance to talk to them there is no 
danger of a quarrel. They are cool and 
deliberate in what they say, and youcan 
easily make them understand you. Those 
people now havea flourishing town and are 
ready for trade.’’ 

A FISH STORY. 

‘*‘There is a story going the rounds of the 
press, Mr. Stanley, that at Cincinnati a gen- 
tleman stopped you and told you that he had 
read ‘Through Darkest Africa,’ but he could 
not understand why, when you were at Star- 
vation Camp, on the bank ofariver, you did 
not catch fish. The story says that you 
looked surprised and said no one had thought 
ofthat. Is there any truth in that story? 

Mr. Stanley laughed right heartily and said: 
‘*There are somany things saidthatI can’t 
notice them all. Some one’s vanity is re- 
sponsibie forthat. Iwas neverat a starva- 
tion camp where 20 or 400 men could be fed 
onfish. Suppose a dozen men had fished, or 
fifty. Ifthey caught one fish each, andthat 
would have been a good catch,do you suppose 
they would have shared it with the other 
300? NO indeed. One of the ofmeers 
stood in my steel-boat for four hours, out in 
the sun, fishing, and caught three fish about 
Six inches long. There were five white 
officers in the roe and those three fishes 
were religiously divided among the five. Sup- 
pose you came to St. Louishungry. There its 
the Mississipp! River with fish in it: Would 
you sit on the bank with a line fora day 
shouting ‘Allah! Allah! send along a fish. 
Save me from é6tarvation?’ or would you 
come into the city and hunt for food. 
There was the river and there were miles 
of land. These men were hungry; they must 
have something to appease their gnawing 
stomachs. They were craving for food, and 
after a day’s march, when we got into camp, 
they would rush into the woods. There the 
could find a root, a wild dandelion, an herb 
or plant or a wild thistle which could be 
bolled down and put into their hungry stom- 
achs. Itisidie to suppose that these men 
would take a line and sit on the bank for 
hours waiting to catch ae fish. Some of 
the younyer men, who never seem 
to tire, would go to the river when 
we camped and throw in their lines. They 
would stick the poles up on the bank and then 
get intothe water to wash themselves, and 
while they were washing and watching croco- 
diles they would watch the string. Ifthey 
saw it peing pulled they would-run out on the 
banks and take itout. Maybe they would get 
afishand maybe not. Butthat lazy sort of 
fishing isallthey would do. They were fur.- 
nished with fish hooks before we left 
the coast, but when they have 
rations they are careless of everything 
else and some of the hooks were lost, some 
stolen. But fishing never would have fed 400 
men. Common sense had to be used in pro- 
viding for these men and that is what I never 
could beat into the heads of the officers of the 
rear column.’’ 

THE REAR COLUMN CONTRVERSY. 

‘*By the bye, isthere anything new inthe 
rear column controversy?’’ 

‘No, and there will be nothing more until 
Jamison’s book ts published.

ROBBERS’ RETREAT. 


Supposed Hiding 1 Place U Used by the James 
Boys in Minnesota. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., Dec. 20.—A report has been 
received here of the discovery of the aban- 
doned cavern rendezvous used by the James- 
Younger geng prior to the Northfield bank 
robbery. The report comes froma party of 
hunters, who claim to have discovered 
the robbers’ cave in Lake Prairie 
Township, Nicollet County. From the de- 
scription given the cave is in one of — most 
desolate places on the Indian Creek, small 
stream which empties into the Minnesota 
River. 

The hunters, it appears, were in that sec- 
tion seeking game,when one of their number 
John Tendall, slipped ona boulder and rollec 
down thirty feet tothe bed of the creek. 
On the hillside, it is claimed, he discov- 
ered an old weather - beaten door, 
held ona post with leather hinges. Accord- 
ing to the report he explored the cavern and 
discovered several compartments one of 
which was large enough to hold twenty head 
of horses. He also found a stove, table, 
stools, cards and other articles and another 
of the subterranean compartments. 

The report adds that a note dated at 
Efysian, Minn. signed by ‘‘Frank’’ and 
addressd to ‘‘friend Jim’’ was found on the 
earthen moor of the room. The infer- 
rence has been drawn that this was written 
by Frank James to Jim Younger. The latter, 
with his brothers, Cole and Bob, were sen- 
tenced to the Minnesota Penitentiar y for life 
after the Northfield robbery. The letter 
cautioned the gang to look out for treachery 
on the part of one of their associates named 
J. Brown.

He Appears at His Father’s Funeral, But 
Again Leaves Home Without Seeing 
His Old Friends—Located in Louisville, 
Ky.—His Sad Secret Untold, and Pro- 
found Secrecy Rigidly Maintained. 


The Mahbrey mystery, begun in St. Louts last 
October by the disappearance from this city 
oF Robert L. Mabrey of Doniphan, Mo., while | 
a bride and bridal party awaited him at Rolla, 
promises to develop further features which | 
may either sadly account for the young law- 
yer’s actions, or leave the famous case en- 
shrouded ina mystery deeper even than the 
first clouds which overhung it. 

The man whose strange disappearance on 
the eve of hiswedding night created so pro- 
found a sensation throughout the@country Is 
now located in Louisville, Ky. He is either 
still suffering from the mental derangement 
under which he was laboring when found by 
T. W. Mabrey, his elder brother, setting type 
ina newspaper office in Winona, Miss., and 
living under the assumed name of Lee, orelse 
Robert Mabrey has voluntarily determined to 
disappear forever from the scenes of his 
youth, and still preserving the most in- 
violable silence rekarding the reasons 
for his remarkable actions, to accept the 
only alternative and begin anew among 
strangers a Iffe that seems to have been wo- 
fully wrecked just at its happiest culmination. 
Which everexplanation may be proven in 
time to be the correct one, the developments 
of the Mabrey case since the discovery of the 
whereabouts of Robert Mabrey have been of 
a strange and inexplicable character, 
and owing to this continual mystery 
and added strangeness, the case 
has once more become a theme of 
wondering comment and expectancy to the 


community among which the Mabrey family 
has been prominent for so m: iny years. 
A STRANGE HOME-COMING. 

Robt. L. Mabrey has, however, 
in Doniphan since his disappearance 
Louis and his discovery in Winona. 
to say, his reappearance in his 
was the very cause of é re- 
newal of the sensation and a 
deepening of the mystery. Following his 
brother’s locating him in Winona, Robert 
Mabrey laboring, according to his brother’s 
statements, under a temporary unsettling of 
his reason, was hot taken back to Doniphan 
but was left in charge of friends at some 
other point. The place where he took up this 
temporary abode is now known to have been 
Loulsville, and there he remained while 
his brother, carrying the strange 
secret of the disappearance in his bosom, re 
turned alone to Don!Iphan, determined to let 
the sensational affair die out unexplained. 

HIS FATHER’S DEATH. 

In the last week of November the aged 
father of the two Mabrey brothers died at 
the family homein Doniphan. tie had been 
a distinguished citizen of the State, andthe 
news of his death was given space inall 
the papers. It was for the purpose of 
attending his funeral that Robert UL. 
Mabrey appeared in Doniphan for the first 
and only time since his departure from that 
place to wed Miss EMe Morgan of Rolla,Mo. 
—a departure so quickly followed by the sen- 
sational disappearance from St. Louis and 
giving rise to all the otheg deyelopments of 
the strange story. It was felt by friends 
of the Mabrey family in Doniphan that 
the appearance of Robert Mabrey for the sad 
purpose of attending his father’s funeral 
would be naturally taken advantage of by 
him as the best time for once more resuming 
his life among his old friends and associates. 
The delicacy prompted by consideration for 
his feelings atsucha time would have pre- 
vented a renewal of the comment caused Dy 
his personal actions, anda few weeks would 
have found him fairly taking up the threads 
of his former life. 

WOULD SEE NO ONE. 

But the people of Doniphan were given 
another chance for gossip. Robert Mabrey 
came into their midst, but saw and spoke 
with none of them beyond the most formal of 
necessary distant recognition. The young 
men with whom he had been raised, and who 
were the bosom friends ofthe two devoted 
young brothers, saw nothingofhim. Silent, 
mysterious, always accompanied by his 
brother, Robert L. Mabrey, spent the few 
days in Doniphan necessary to pay his last 
loving tribute to the memory of his dead 
father, away from everyone save his rela- 
tions, and then with never a word of explan- 
ation of the past or of promise for the future, 
he disappeared once more from his 
boyhood’s home, and returhed to 
Loutsville. What his life is 
there, whether oue of watchful treatment 
for some mental disorder or beginning 
anewa blighted professional career,is uot 
poe sitively known by any one outside tof the 
labrey family. Practically, Robert Mabrey 
has simply dropped completely out of one 
life, the life that was to have been crowned 
by ‘his marriage to Miss Morgan. 

A PATHETIC FEATURE OF THE CASE. 

A peculiarly pathetic tinge of mournful ro- 
mance is also given to the strange story as it 
now stands by the fact that itis ‘believed that 
Miss Effie Morgan, his betrothed, whose bridal 
robes were probably taken off forever on that 
wedding night wherein the bridegroom came 
not, has never once seen Robert Mabrey since 
his disappe arance, nor been told the secret of 
the great mystery leading tothat disappear- 
ance. She only knows that her marriage to 
Mabrey was broken off for some strange 
cause, andthat owing tothat cause Mabrey 
has become a stranger to home and friends. 

It is stated that a letter has just been re- 
celved bya St. Louis lady from a friend in 
Doniphan, Mo., conveying the startling in- 
telligence that "Robert L. Mabrey is insane. 
This fact would furnish the most reason- 
able explanation both of the disappearance 
from St. Louis, the filght to Winona, Miss., 
the life led then under an assumed name, his 
non-appearance upon his brother’s return 
from Winona, the secrecy as to his where- 
abouts after his discovery, his Strange and 
solitary manner upon returning to attend his 
father’s funeral, his second disappearance 
from his old home and the determined silence 
of the Mabrey family throughout. Whether or 
not it is the correct explanation remains to 
be shown by future developments of the re- 
markable case. 

HIS REASON WAS SHAKEN. 

Just after T. W. Mabrey’s hurried visit to 
Winona, and the finding of Robert Mabrey in 
that Mississippi town;the loyal elder brother

EXPERT TESTIMONY ON THE POWER OF 
HYPNOTIC INFLUENCE. 


Prof.Liegeois’ Dramatic Way of Submitting 
His Evidence—Results of His Experi- 
ments at Nancy—The Professor’s Theo- 
ry Combatted. 


PARIS, Dec. 20.—There wasa chance for a 
great sensation in the trial of Michael Eyraud 
and Gabrielle Bompard, yesterday. It was 
aftera great amount of hypnotic evidence 
had been heard. Henri Robert, Mile. Bom- 
pard’s attorney, said to the court: 

‘‘We have heard various theories upon 
hypnotism and its power; now what we want 
is proof, and to obtain that I-request the 
court to permit an experiment to be made 
on Gabrielle Bompard in this court here and 
now.’’ 

Turning to the doctors, he said: ‘‘Will any 
of you gentlemen put my client to sleep?’’ 

Decori, Eyraud’s counsel, saidthat he did 
not object. 

The Procurateur-Generale objected, how- 
ever. Hesaid: ‘‘If this experiment would 
facilitate the discovery of truth I would order 
it at once; but it seems to me that what is 
wanted here is merely to furnish qa theatrical 
spectacle. Thecase has already lasted too 
long. I wish myselfto be able to give my 
views in the case and am afraid this exper!i- 
ment would only serve to waste time. I 
could not do so and would be an obstacle in 
the way, while it certainly means more de- 
lay.’’ 

The Court took a recess for ten minutes to 
consider the matter, and then decided not to 
grant the request. 

PROF. LIEGEOIS ON THE STAND 

Prof. Liegeois, the head of the medical fac- 
ulty at Nancy, gave his testimony as an ex- 
pert on hypnotism ina very dramatic man- 
ner. He began with a compliment to the 
Procurateur-Generale, which was rebuked by 
President Robert. Liegeois begged the Presi- 
dent not tointerrupt him and the auditors 
hissed him. He gavethe history of hypnot- 
ism from the time of Mesmer to the Nancy ex- 
periments. 

“I read my theory to the Academy of 
Science,’’ he said, ‘ ‘*and I must confess it was 
not well received.’

said ‘l once compelled a & loving daughter 
to fire a pistol at her mother. I once made 
my nephew poison his aunt. These, of 
course, were only e ay cptaninal crimes. But 
in cases where real criminal suggestions 
are made the subjett invariably resists.

Next morning the patient showed all 
the symptoms that would have resulted if a 
blister had been really app plied This ap- 
parent miracle was worked by hy pnotic influ- 
ence.

in particular of Saturday even- 
ing round trip tickets at that 
rate which will permit traveling men out on 
the road to return at reduced rates to their 
tcity headquarters to remain over the Sab- 
bath. Mr. McGrew, asthe representative of 
800,000 commercial men, makes a strong plea 
for what they urge. The reduced fare, he 
said, would particulamy benefit the 100,000

Senator Gray’s Reciprocity Resolution. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 20, 1890.—Senator 
Gray’s resolution on regiprocity reads as 


follows: 
Wheteas, It is impracticable to guard an 


extent of frontier of nearly 4,000 miles between 
two different jurisdictions and prevent the 
evasion of high tariff duties; and, 

Whereas, Special consideration is demanded 
by territorial contiguity, community of lan- 

age, similarityof political and social instil 
utions, and the existenge of natural markets 
render it desirable that asystem of reciprocal 
and free commercial exchange between the 
eople of the United States and those of the 
Jominion of Canada should be adopted; and, 

Whereas, On our southern border our sister 
republic of Mexico has long awaited the co- 
operative legislation of this Government to 
institute a reciprocal system for the exchange 
of the products of the industries of that coun- 
try for those of the United States, 

Resolved, That for the expansion of the 
markets, and for the promotion of friendly 
intercourse with those governments whose 
territorial limits stretch along our northern 
and southern borders, it is hereby recom- 
mended to the President of the United States 
to institute negotiations with the countries 
of Great Britain and Mexico whereby, in_ the 
interest of Commercial intercourse and for 
the strengthening of the ties of amity and of 
good neighborhood the reduction and total 
repeal of the import duties on the leading 
articles of production of the people of the re- 
spective countries herein named may be 
effected by combined and co-operative legis- 
lation. 


The Elections Bill. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec.® 2.—Senator 
Morgan to-day introduced a resolution rela- 
tive to theelections bill, the preamble of 
which recites that in the bill reported to the 
Renate certain sections of the revised statutes 
are amended andare specifically mentioned, 
and that without the incorporation in the bill 
of the sections referred to of the existing law, 
itis uncertain what changes are intended to 
be made. 

The Committee on Privileges and Elections 
is therefore directed by the resolution to 
amend sec. 18 so as to show what are the 
changes and modifications in the sections of 
the existing law which are intended to be 
made by the present bill. Toavoid commit- 
ting the bill and proposed amendment to the 
Committee on Privileges and Elections, the 
committee is instructed to makea supple- 
mental report, showing the changes and mod- 
ifications on the existing statutes which they 
recommend and provide for in the amend- 
ment reported to the Senate. 


Senator Sherman’s Measure. 
WASHINGTON, D.C., Dec. 20.—The Finance 
Sommittee have agreed to feport the finan- 
sial measure introduced by Senator Sherman, 
the only amendments made being in the 
hraseology. Senator Morrill, Chairman of 
he Committee, reserved the right to 
ote for the restoration of the 2 per cent 
nd clause when the bill is introduced in the 
nate. Senator Hiscock reserved the right 
to vote against that portion of the proposed 
bill which proposes the issue of original 
treasury notes therefor, if silver bullion can- 
not be purchased, The Democratic Senators 
will oppose the measure, because they were 
not given an opportunity to examine Its con- 
tents. Senator Sherman on behalf of the 
committee will introduce the bill at the ear- 
liest possible moment. 


The Military Academy Bill. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 20.—The military 
academy appropriation bill, which was 
agreed to by the House Committee on Mil- 
itary Affairs to-day, provides for a 
number pf improvements at West Point. 
For a new set of officers quarters, $20,000 is 
allowed; for repairs of the present quarters 
of enlisted men, $5,000; for two _ sets of 
quarters for enlisted men and their families, 
$24,000; forenlarging the store-house of the 
cadet quarter-master, $1,000; for new tanks 
and bath-rooms for cadets, $28,000.

Dr. Porter’s Bill Allowed. 


Dr. William Porter’s bill against the estate 
of Henry Shaw for attendance on Mr. Shaw, 
amounting to $4,995, was last evening allowed 
by the jury in the Probate’Court. The item 


in the bill which Public Administrator Scud- 
der disputed was a charge of $100 per day for 
forty-two days that Dr. Porter was out of the 
city with Mr. Shaw. On this charge nearly all 
the testimony was taken. 

Dr. Thomas ©’ Reilly said that a reasonable 
charge for going out of the city with a 
wealthy patient was from $100 to $150. 

Dr. A. C. Bernays sald from $100 to $200 
would be reasonable. 

Dr. C. H. Hughes thought from $100 to $200 
was the proper charge under the circum- 
stances. 

Dr. Broome said that the reasonable fee 
would be $300 per day, considering Dr. Por- 
ter’s standing as a physician and Henry 
Shaw’s wealth. 

Dr. Jerome K. Bauduy said that under the 
circumstances $00 a day would have been a 
proper charge. He thought Dr. Porter’s bill 
very moderate. 

Dr. A. S. Barnes and Dr. Louis Bauer 
thought $100 a day a moderate fee. 

It appeared from the evidence that though 
there are three fee bills indorsed by medical 
societies in St. Louls, physicians are not gov- 
erned by them. Each physician has a fee bill 
of hisown, and in the making of charges he 
is governed by the extent of his practice and 
the wealth of his patients. For poor people 
his fee is nominal, or no charge is made. 
Ordinarily this class of patients is treated 
only in hospitals. For mechanics and sala- 
ried men there are other fees and for wealth- 
ler patients much higher fees. Services ren- 
dered under extraordinary circumstances, as 
for instance out of the thickly settled portion 
of the city, all night, and visits during office 
hours. cost from three totentimes the ordi- 
nary fees. 

The jury considered but 15 minutes before 
returning its verdict.

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|THE FINANCIAL STATUS. 


‘STOCKS IN NEW YORK DULL AND PRICES 


The Weekly Bank Statement More Favor- 

able Than Had Been Expected—Both 
Bulls and Bears Timid—Shipments of 
Gold From England and Germany. 


NEw YORK, Dec. 20.—Seldom at this season 
of the year has the stock market been so ab- 
solutely dull as itis atthe presenttime. For 
several days there has been very little 
trading, and prices have been practically un- 
changed. Noone seems willing to lead a bull 
movement, aS at the first indication of an aa- 
vance inrates an immense amount of stock 
comes out, and it is made abundantly evident 
that a strong bull movement would have to be 
backed with a larger amount of capital than 
those working foran advance are willing to 
put up. 

A VERY DULL MARKET, 

The bears have been equally unsuc- 
cessful in their attempt to depress 
prices, as they continually met with 
large stop orders given by those who are in- 
terested in maintaining rates. Thus specu- 
lation is blocked at both ends, and as few who 
are able to hold are inclined to sell at present 
quotations, the result is a very dull and feat- 
ureless market. That more stock is not 
thrown on the market to be sold for what it 
will bring is regarded as an encouraging 
symptom, it being considered indicative 
of the fact that liquidation has been gener- 
ally and successfully completed, and that 
holders of Wall street securities are able to 
hold them until prices are more satisfactory. 
The money market is also easier, and a num- 
ber of time loans were negotiated yesterday, 
while call money is plenty. In fact no serious 
trouble need be feared, the origin of which 
can be traced to Wall street. The danger to 
be anticipated lies in commercial and notin 
financial circles. The brokers and investors 
in stocks are anxiously watching the course 
of general business, as nearly every 
failure sends a quantity of § stock 


to Wall street, whichitis difficult to dispose 
ofinthe present timid condition of the mar- 
ket, and there isa constant dread of a flood 
from this quarter. 

CLEARING-HOUSE CERTIFICATES. 

Few brokers will buy stocks on margains 
for customers, afew gilt-edged securities be- 
ing the only exception to this rule, and 
while money is reasonably plenty at the pres- 
ent moment, the fact is recognized that at 
any timethe demands uponthe banks may 
be such astocause the market to tighten up 
again. In spite of jappeals from 
of the creditor banks, the 
of clearing - house certificates contin- 
ues undiminished, although none have 
recently been issued, and this fact exercises 
a depressing influence onthe market and ren- 
ders capitalists chary of entering intoany 
transactions which may require them to raise 
a large amount of money ina short time. 

THE MONEY MARKET. 

The feeling that it is very doubtful whether 
or not the government will purchase 13,000,000 
ounces of silveris becoming general, and sil- 
ver certificates have therefore fallen. The 
banks have felt the necessity of pursuinga 
more liberal policy not only with their com- 
mercial customers but also with theircoun.- 
try correspondents in order to prevent 
a long series of disastrous failures, and to 
this is ascribed the contintied deficiency of 
money inthiscity in spite of the large sums 
that have been received. The policy of the 
banks in extending assistafice to their corre- 
spondents will, it is hoped, have the effect of 
averting many failures, as the great majority 
of those that have occurred were not caused 

poor business, but by the lack of ready 
oney.

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MAKE IT A MISDEMEANOR 


THE MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY TO TAKE UP 
THE SMOKE NUISANCE. 


The Bill Requiring Every Manufacturer 
to Use a Smoke Consumer to Be Taken 
Up Next Month—The Latest Move to 
Abate the Smoke. 


The House of Delegates adopted g resolution 
offered by Mr. Stone last night calling for an 
early report from the committee having the 
smoke consumer bill under consideration. 
The bill was referred tothe committee several 
months ago and seemsto have been pigeon- 


j holed, as was done with its predecessors in 


former Assemblies. Mr. Stone’s resolutions 
declare that the smoke problem has been 
solved in other cities and that the dense clouds 
of coal smoke and soot,so damaging to health 
and property inSt. Louis, can be done away 
with by the use ofsmokeconsumers. The bill 
in question requires every manufacturer to 
use a smoke consumer, or at least to prevent 
his chimneys in some way from emitting 
dense volumes of smoke. The committee is 
instructed to report the bill to the House 
Jan. 6. 

Several weeks ago the Merchants’ Ex- 
change and Mercantile Club appointed com 
mittees to act in conjunction with the Mayor, 
City Counselor and City Comptroller in an 
effort to solve the smoke problem in St. Louis, 
and the gentlemen are now at work on the 
problem, 

PRESIDENT CASE’S VIEWS: 

Mr. J. B. Case, President of the Mercantile 
Club, said this morning that the committees 
had had several meetings with the city of- 
cials and he was satisfied that the gentlemen 
were thoroughly in earnest. As to what their 
report would be, however, he could not say. 
Mr. Case is of the opinion that nine-tenths of 
the smoke in S8t. Louls during the winter 
months comes from private dwellings 
and that the cause is due mostly to 
bad stove management. ‘‘The stove is filled 
with coal,’’ said the gentleman, ‘‘andasa 
result a great lot of smoke escapes up the 
chimney, whereas, if only a little coal were 


put in and spread over the fire, instead of | 


being thrown in a heap, very litle smoke 
would result. In glass-works it is necessary 


that the fire should be as free from smoke as 
possible, and there you will see that the 
smoke problem has en solved without the 
of patent smoke consumers.

wer enough, what the height and 
area of the chimneys are, what kind 
of fuel is used, what the capacity of the boil- 
ers is, whether they have evertried a smoke 
consumer or notand, if so, what one, and 
what the result was, and a number of similar 
questions... From what I know of the st. 
Louis manufacturers, and from the manner 
in which they have expressed themselves on 
the subject, lam satisfied that they would 
consent to use any device recommended by 
the city for preventing smoke provided 
it will do good: service and not lessen 
their steam power or the capacity of their 
works, but the trouble so far has been that 
no such device has been discovered or none 
at least that will answer for large furnaces 
with great power. The Anheuser-Busch 
Brewery Co. have tried five different 
patents and have thrown them all 
out as failures. The N. O. Nelson 
Manufacturing Co. have also experimented a 
good dealinthis line, but without finding a 
satisfactory device as yet. A smokeconsumer 
may work all right in some manufactories 
and may prove unsatisfactory at others, the 
reason being that the conditions are different 
and the furnaces and fires are larger at one 
place than atanother. Sometimes the chim- 
heys are not high enough or large 
enough in diameter. Now, there is a 
chimney—pointing out of the window—that 
should be twenty feet higher and have a 
larger draft. Architects and owners are re- 
sponsible for such defects tn construction 
and perhaps have made the furnaces an 
chimneys too small merely in order to econo- 
mize in room and money. 

FOUR HUNDRED PATENTS. 

‘*‘How many smoke consumers have been 

tented in this country? I suppose three or 
our hundred, but they are nearly all based 
on devices gotten up during the great smoke 
agitation in England some thirty years ago 
and the machines don’t answer any better 
than their predecessors. Smoke con- 
sumers may be divided into 
three general classes. The most numerous 
class is based on artificial drafts 
by steam jets, the blowing of hot or cold air 
into the fire. The difference in the patents of 
this class are in the steam valves, the orifices 
of escape, the: point of application or other 
differences of mechanical arrangement. An- 
other class is provided with automatic 
stokers, or firemen, that distribute 
the coal -ewenly on the fire .and 
at regular intervals, and the contrivances 
built on this principle are generally the most 
successful, as it is well known that carful 
tiring by hand will save 4 r cent of the 
smoke, but these patents also have their 
drawbacks.

THE BEHRING SEA Asis. 


Our Washington dispatches contain the 
interesting news that the President has 
carried the Behring Sea controversy to the 
point of putting an end to diplomatic ne- 
gotiation by finally rejecting the British 
tender of arbitration, and that he will send 
a message to Congress throwing on that 
body the responsibility of deciding 
whether we shall try the war ‘‘bluff’’ and 


|run the risk of having to fight or back 


down. 

No Congress and no President has ever 
yet asserted in definite termsaclaim that 
we havea right to capture the vessels of 
other nations caught sealing in Behring 
Sea over three miles from our islands, and 
the President does right to throw upon 
Congress the responsibility of definitely 
asserting and maintaining such a claim. 

The British offer to arbitrate that claim 
on its naked merits has been _ rejected 
because we have never put it forward in 
that shape distinctly, and have only sought 
general consent to a modified and condi- 
tional extension of our police power over 
those waters. But when we captured 
British sealers on the high seas in advance 
of such concession, we gave Great Britain 
a chance to claim restitution and insist on 
arbitration of the naked question of our 
right to make such captures. 

This rejection of her offer will bring En- 
gland’s men-of-war and perhaps German 
men-of-war to Behring’s Sea next season 
to protect their sealers from capture on the 
high seas by our revenue cutters. Con- 
gress must therefore either authorize the 
President to order such capture at all haz- 
ards or find some smooth way out of the 
difficulty. If we cannot afiord to arbitrate 
the claim which Great Britain assumes to 
be in controversy, we can hardly afford to 
maintain it by acts leading to war, and to 
avoid both horns of this dilemma we will 
have to either disavow the claim and pay for 
captures or resume negotiations looking to 
a new Behring Sea arrangement.

Thirty-Nine of Sitting Bull’s Roving Band 
Send ina Message of Peace—Gen. O. O. 
Howard Discusses the, Cause of the 
Present Trouble—No Danger From the 
Utes—Corporal Gunn’s Story. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 20.—The Journal's 
Rapid City : Si SF special says: 
‘*Gen. Miles has received advices from Gen. 
Brooke that 500 friendly Indians left Pine 
Ridge agency yesterday to attempt to bring 
in the hostiles.’’ Dispatches from Lieut..- 
Col. Drum at Fort Yates announce that the 
Indians there are quiet. Thirty-nine of Sit- 
ting Bull’s Indians who left the agency on 
Monday have sent in word that they will re- 
turn. This leaves not over seventy on the 
reservation. Gen. Carr has thrown out a 
cavalry force tointercept the band now re- 
ported moving across the reservation tothe 
Bad Lands. If the force fails to 
intercept them they will be pursued and ar. 
rested. Gen. Miles says that no advance 
would be made until the result- of the Pine 
Ridge embassy is known. Big Foot and 
Hump have surrendered and returned tothe 
agency. NoIndians, except the band men- 
tioned, are now going to the hostiles and the 
cordon is constantly tightening. Gen. Miles 
discredits the report of a large band of In- 
dians in the vicinity of Camp Crook, on the 
Little Missouri River. No further engage- 
ments are reported from the lower ranches. 
The Government herd has been located on 
Alkali Creek and a force of twenty men 
leave here to-day to round it up. 

GEN. HOWARD ON THE SITUATION. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—Gen. O. O. Howard, 
the veteran whose fame is national bothasa 
military authority andasan Indian fighter, 
was interviewed by a reporter Thursday 
upon the Indian troubles. Hle was found in 
his comfortable quarters on Governor’s Is- 
land. Belng asked te#what he attributed the 
present situation, Gens Noward replied 

‘The tirs blood she@s if the concensus of 
newspaper reports may be believed, Lattrib- 
ute to Irresponsible white men. The earliest 
fighting that [heard of was occasioned bya 
party of five whites riding out from a frontier 
townand attacking two sSioux Indians. A 
few days later I read a Story to the effect that 
three white men had killed an Indian near 
the Pine Ridge agency.’’ 

**Do you not think the ‘Messiah’ craze had 
a great deal to do with the troubles?’’ 

‘*Not to the extent that is generally accred- 
ited toit. Indians have danced just that 
way for a hundred years. The ‘Messlah’ 
craze started among the Piutes and the doc- 
trine of bellef, as first eseeeed, was that 
ofcnarity and peace. It spread among the 
Cheyennes, Comanches, Apaches and every 
other Western tribe, without becoming se- 
riously perverted. They danced and waited 
and believed and went back to their —~ ee 
and shacks without trouble or bloodshed. I 
cannot say of course whether or not the Sioux 
would have done likewise. They are a very 
warlike people, and settlers are doubtless re- 
sponsible for much of the scare in deserting 
their ranches and fleeing to the protectionof 
the military posts before any overt act had 
been committed.’’ 

**Have the Sioux been starved by the Gov- 
ernment, as the reports from the West would 
secm to indicate?’’ 

‘*‘It is the policy of the Government,’’ re- 
plied Gen, Howard, ‘‘to gradually shut down 
inthe matter of rations as the Indians be. 
come civilized and endeavor to force them to 
further efforts to shift for themseives. If 
they were given enough to enable them to 
keep fatandto live in absolute tdleness it 
would no tonger be a question of civilization, 
they would Increase and multiply and grow 
lazierevery year until finally the Govern. 
ment would have more good for nothing cop- 
per colored wards onits hands thanit could 
well take care of.’’ 

‘‘Itissaidthat halt the Sioux nation, 
about 16,000 are peaceably disposed and would 
not fight the whites; have they been treated 
better than their brethren?’’ 

‘*‘Notatall., The 16,000 Indians you men.- 
tionare those who have decided to work 
rather than depend on the Government. 
They are better off in every way than the 
lazy arrogant element, which fs also the war- 
like element. The fighters of the tribe look 
to the Government for every mouthful eaten, 
claiming it asa right and prerogative, and as 
compensation for the lands which they claim 


were taken from them. The Indians who are 
making thistrouble are blanketed, painted 
and feathered. The half of the tribe remain- 
ing at home wear the garments of civilization 
and own farms and herds. Hundreds of them 
beloug to the Indian get system, and many 
others are trustworthy scouts against their 
own brethren.’’ 

‘*Is it true that Sitting Bullwasa medicine 
man instead of achief?’’ 

‘*Yes; Sitting Bull was Known asa Touat or 
spiritual adviser, which is the next thing toa 
chief. In hts particular case, however, he 
had more authorityand a greater following 
than almost any chiefinthetribe. I have al 
ways regarded himasa very able man. They 
have said that he was a coward. I very much 
doubt it. Hecould not have been the leader 
he was had he been a coward. A coward 
would not have died as he died, exhorting his 
warriors to defend him. Had he been cow- 
ardly he would have begged for release or 
quietly submitted to capture. He did neither. 
Hie simply sat on his horse, howled out his 
defiance and died.’’ 

‘*Are the Bad Lands favorable fora long 
defensive warfare?’’ 

‘*Yes; it is a magnificent country for de- 
fense. Thelandissorough and broken that 
itis next toimpossible todo concerted or ef- 
fective work. Itis full of ravines, hills and 
arroyas, which are well calculated to favor 
Indian fighting. The face of the country is so 
similar in every direction that one not accus- 
tomed to it would lose himself in fifteen min- 
On this account it is dangerous even in 

veace. The Sioux, of course, are 
thorough racquainted with it,and know how 
to take advantage of every opportunity it 
may offer for either sortie or concealment. 

‘‘One thing that will operate in favor of the 
troops is the severity oftheclimate. They 
are better clothed, better sheltered and bet- 
ter provisioned than their opppnents, and I 
think they will be able to settle the whole 
matter in a short time. The Indians can’t 
fight long.’’

Bull Head 
was shot in the right groin, it is supposed by 
the accidental discharge of Sitting 
Bull’s revolver, as the latter fell.

VALUABLE CITY PROPERTY. 


Claim Set Upto Land Fronting on Broad- 
way, New York. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec, 20.—Hugh [Daly, 
the City Attorney, has been retained by Con- 
necticut parties to bringa sult which involves 
the right of ownership of land on valuable 
portions of Broadway, New York. The value 
of the property is estimated at $205,000,000. 
The history of the case is as follows: In the 
days that preceded the revolutionary war, 
when the city of New York gave little promise 


of the greatness it has since attained, Capt. 
Gellisran a little freighting sloop between 
the towns of Milford and Stratford, on Long 
Island Sound, and the metropolis. Among 
the crew that manned the sloop was Robert 
Edwards, a resident of-Stratford. 

In his visits to New York Edwards found 
ample time to look about him in the centers 
that gave promise of future possibilities. He 
bought thirty-four acres of land og both sides 
of Broadway, covering the space that is now 
occupied by Trinity Church and partof Wall 
street. But the thrifty Edwards never saw 
in his wildest dreams the fabulous increase of 
values that was to attend his purchase. He 
had no great store of this world’s goods in 
those days, and so when the British govern- 
ment made himan offer to lease his land he 
was ony too willing to accept. The lease 
was recorded in the name of Robert Ed- 
wards, his heirs and assigns, to cover 

period of ninety-nine years. This 
was in the year 1781, and the lease 
expired in 1s80. Inthe meantime Robert had 
written to his brothers, Russell, L@¥man and 
William, who lived in Stratford, informing 
them of the facts ofthe purchase and lease 
of the Broadway tract. Atleast one copy of 
that letter is in existence and is held by John 
R. Edwards of Stratford, who is a great 
nephew of Robert. 4 after this letter 
giving details of the purchase and lease o 
land, was written, Robert disappeared and 
was never heard of afterward. His fate was 
amystery to his brothers and the mystery 
has never been cleared up by his de- 
scendants. The tradition of Robert’s pur- 
chase had come down as an heirloom in the 
family. Some ten years ago, about the 
time that the lease explred, an effort 
was made by the  helrs of Robert 
Edwards to get possession of the land. These 
heirs are scattered on the face of America 
some being in the ancient towns of Stratfor 
and Milford, in this State, others being in 
Kingston, Ontario, and still others in various 
parts of Missourtand Kansas. The Connectt- 
cut heirs were the only ones to take an active 
part.in the proceedings of 1880. It is said that 
asa result oftheir efforts at that time the oc- 
cuplers of the land offered the heirs a compro- 
mise of 40 cents on a dollar on the then valua- 
tion of the land. This was refused as the 
heirs wanted all ornothing. Four years ago 
another move was made by the 
heirs of Robert Edwards. Complete files 
of the ancient records were secured, 
copies of deeds taken and titles searched and 
these are now inthe possession of attorneys 
retained to prosecute the interests of the 
heirs. Leading counsel have been retained to 
aid inthe battle and a meeting of all the 
heirs or their representatives will soon be 
held to formulate a plan of proceedure. 

Hugh Daly is looking after the interest of 
the Conneciicut heirsandisin daily comimu- 
nication with descendants of the original 
Edwards, at Milford and Stratford. It will 
be a question of international jurisprudence, 
as determined and fashioned by ‘the revolu- 
tionary war. The tract of land which the 
heirs of Robert Edwards bellev¥e belongs to 
them coversa number of blocks along the 
most valuable portion of Broadway.

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CLOSING THE HOTELS. 


Great Excitement Gaused by the Action of 
a Constablein a Maine City. 


WATERVILLE, Me., Dec 20.—The town of 
Skowhegan has been ina state of excitement 
since Thursday morning on account of the 
closing of every hotel, restaurant* and 
lodging house in the placetothe public. The 
cause of the trouble was the action of 
Constable Paine, who notified the proprietors 
of the hotels and lodging houses that they 


must take out victuallers’ licenses in accor- 
dance with chap. 27, sec. 1 of the revised 
statutes, which allows municipal officers to 
‘license as innkeepers and victuallers per- 
sons of good moral character, under such re- 
strictions and regulations as they may deem 
necessary.’’ Sec. 18 says: ‘‘No person 
shall be a common inn-holder without 
license under penalty of a fine of $50. A li- 
cense costs $1. This seétion has been a dead 
letter for years. Therearetwoof the finest 
hotels in the State in Skowhegan, the Hessel- 
ton and Coburn. The proprietors of these ho- 
tels affirm that they have kept liquor only as 
a convenience to their guests and have con- 
fined the sale tothe guests. ‘Thursday they 
signed an agreement, under $600 forfeiture, to 
close for one week; if not then allowed to 
open under the old conditions to leave town. 
Thursday morning the Hesselton House 
turned away 108 guests, notifying them, that 
they must seek entertainment elsewheré and 
the Coburn and Skowhegan House also sent 
away alarge number. At the Coburn Hotel 
Judge Whitehouse of the Supreme Court has 
been staying, with many attorneys, wit- 
nesses, etc. The Judge said: ‘‘I know no 
one in town, andif the hotels are closed I 
will have to adjourn court and go home.’’ 

The news of the trouble was brought down 
from Skowhegan to this city by trainmen, 
commercial travelers and others who were 
making haste to get away from the inhos- 
pitable town. The depot resta t was be- 
sieged by these travelers and it was a ludi- 
crous sight to see such as journey toward 
Skowhegan bearing bags of sandwiches and 
other food toinsure against starvation. There 
isanoldlawin the statute books that the 
selectmen are obliged to furnish accommo- 
dations to strangers when ted and 
to these Officials went the new arrivals 
together with many persons turned out from 
the hotels, Making perhaps 8,000 persons ask- 
ing to be provided for.

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|THE BEHRING SEA. 
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President Harrison Will Send a Special 
Message to Congress 


SETTING FORTH AMERICA’S CLAIMS IN 
THE PENDING CONTROVERSY. 


Great Britain’s Proposal to Be Rejected— 
Complete Suspension of Diplomatic Etf- 
forts for a Settlement—A New Line of 

~ Conduct Marked Out for the United 
States Government. 


—_ 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Dec. 4.—President 
Harrison expects to accompany his transmis- 
sion to Congress of the further papers re- 
lating tothe Behring Sea controversy with a 
special message of some length. In this mes- 
sage he will express in language of his own 
selection his views respecting the rights and 
claims of the United States connected with 
the seal fishery, the comparative merits of 
the conduct and position of the two Govern- 
ments since the first seizures in 1886, and the 
duty of Congress in the present position of 
the question. 

The message will be framed with especial 
reference to the now pending proposal of the 
British Government for an arbitration, which 
proposal it is intended toreject before any 
communication is made to Congress. The re- 
jection of the proposal will effect a practical 
if not complete suspension of diplomatic 
efforts for a settlement, there being no ex- 
pectation that either Government will bring 
forward any effort fora renewal of negotia- 
tions after the impending rejection of the 
British tender of arbitration has been an- 
nounced by Mr. Blaine to Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote. ad 

BLAINE AND SALISBURY. 

The personal bitterness between Mr. Blaine 
and Lord Salisbury, said to have arisen out of 
the course of the negotiations, is perceived 
here to constitute a material obstruction toa 
continuance of efforts toward a settlement, 
especially after the diplomatic relations be- 
tween the two Governments shall have been 
further strained by the energetic manner in 
which Mr. Blaine is preparing to show up the 
hollowness and unfairness of the British arbi- 
tration project. It is because of the seeming 
hopelessness of the prospect of a settlement 
by peaceful means, a necessity of almost in- 
stant resolving upon a new course of conduct 
for the United States, that the President has 
determined to lay the matter fully before 
Congress and toapply for legislative assist- 
ance in shaping and enforcing the policy of 
the immediate future. The British proposal,as 
already stated, istorefer to the determina- 
tion ofa friendly and impartial arbitration 
the question whether the seizure of British 
sealing vessels by the United States in 1886, 
1887 and 1889 were or were not lawful seizures. 
To this form of proposed submission of the 
case to arbitration the President strenuously 
objects, and he will never agree toit unless 
Congress shall assumethe responsibilty in 
some mode of yielding adherence to it. The 
principal ground, however, is that such a 
form of suDmission would preclude the arbi- 
trator from giving effect in his decision other- 
wise than argumentatively or collaterally to 
those duties of comity and good neighborhood 
which, as the President contents. are owed 
by Great Britain to the United States in re- 
spect to the seal fisheriesof Behring Sea. 
Those duties, as:the President conceives 
them, arise partly out of the natural and 
partly out of the historical conditions of the 
case, and he will neither ask nor accept the 
awara or an arbitrator upon the contreversy 
unitess ureat Britain distinctly agrees in the 


artic ies of submission that the legality of the 
seizures shall depend, sofar as is in reason 
and justice itoughtto depend, upona con- 
sideration of those circumstances and condi- 
tions. 

ON BROADER GROUNDS. 

The non-disturbance of the protective right 
assumed by this country over the Behring Sea 
seal fishery for nearly twenty years after the 
cession of Alaska is greatly relied upon by the 
President to establish the right of the United 
States, and he will not agree to an arbitration 
that does not permit weight to be directly 
given to his acquiescence in American juris- 
diction. The message will put the merits of 
the dispute on broader grounds than mere 
legality. The seal fishery is a valuable source 
of public revenge, and has been conducted 
for twenty years exactly as Russia conducted 
it for four times that period with the approval 
ofa the powers. This revenge was built up 
at the pains and at the expense of the United 
States and of the American citizens, 
and it is not to be shared with those 
who have not earned and cannot 
be trusted toconserve it. This Government 
has notatany time asked more than Lord 
Salisbury spontaneously offered in 1888, and 
from which, he has admitted, he was dis- 
suaded. by Canadian importunity. The 
United States has even proposed to accept 
some reduction of Lord Salisbury’s own pro- 

ssals. Last season the revenue cutters were 

1eld back from their protective cruise in 
Behring Sea fora long time and their pro- 
tective pk protean ay were greatly curtailed asa 
matter of comity tothe British Minister and 
inl order that no opportunity of a friendly set- 
tlement might be lost. In return for these 
manifestations ofan amicable and concilla- 
tory spirit two tenders only were made from 
the British side, one of a pretended close sea- 
son, which was practically a proposal to pre- 
serve to British sealers by authority the un- 
lawful opportunities they had been pursuing, 
and the other a proposal of arbitration by 
which every right and interest of the United 
States would have been sacrificed. 


WILL ENFORCE TIE LAW. 

The President will give Congress distinctly 
to understand that in the present state of the 
matter he perceives neither authority nor 
reason to abstain next season from a literal 
enforcement of the provisions of the law for 
the protection of the fur seal in Alaska and 
the waters thereof. He will ask Congress for 
a liberal appropriation to meet the expense 
of fitting Out vessels to serve as revenue 
vessels in sufficient number and character to 
capture and disperse the numerous maraud- 
ing vessels expected to enter Behring Sea 
next June and July. If Congress ts an 
appropriation for the enforcement of the 
sealing law in the Behring Sea, the rest will 
accept such action asa pledge of resistance 
to the uttermost if Lord Salisbury should so 
far force the issue. If no appropriation ts 

ranted, or if the debate shows a controllin 
indisposition to proceed toa waron the 
question, the revenue vessels will be in- 
structed simply to warn foreign sealing ves- 
sels next season, but not to lay hands upon 


em. 
And in that case the President wiljl feel it 
incumbent on him to facilitate the resump- 
tion of negotiations for the purpose ascer- 
taining the best terms of settlement that can 
be extorted from the British desire fora ter- 
mination of the controversy. Personally the 
President believes in fighting the matter to 
an end next season, but the adage of the 
possible consequences forbids him to commit 
the Government ‘to an irrevocable course 
without first obtaining the opinion and sanc- 
tion of Congress. 
THE BRITISH SIDE OF THE DISPUTE. 
CHICAGO, Ill., Dec. 20.—A special from Ot- 
tawa, Ontario, says: Confidential advices 
from Washington strongly confirm the press 
utterances that significantly point to a crisis 
next season in the fur seal controversy. After 
the rejection by President Harrison of the 
latest British proposal of arbitration, the Im- 
rial Government will suspend further ef- 
orts toward a settlement of the dispute. .

RAGUA CANAL PROJECT. 


A New Route to Seattle—The Citizens of 
Carroliton Want a Line to Springfiela— 
Deadwood Secures Another Road—A 
Santa Fe Promotion. 


NEw YORK, Dec. 20.—The report of Division 
Engineer Frank P. Davis, whois in charge of 
the work of the Nicaragua Canal Construc- 
tion Co., has been received at the office of 
that company in this city and will shortly be 
issued to the stockholders to inform them 
what has been accomplished under his direc- 
tion up to Oct. 8 of the present year. He says 
that any and all routes which gave any prob- 
ability of being practicable, and in many 
cases covering a width of several miles of 
country, have been surveyed and that the de- 
tailed surveys of the sites of all embank.- 
ments, dams and locks are very nearly fin- 
ished. 

Surveys were also completed fora railroad 
line from America to Ochoa across what had 
had been considered an impassable swamp 
between the San Juan lagoon and the Benard 
lagoon. The rainy season set in soon after 
this work began, and most of the work was 
done in water three feet deep. Ten miles of 
railroad were laid, of which six miles were 
laid in swamp. It was necessary to build an 
embankment over this entire distance which 
should be upon a grade above the hichest 
known water. 

Work in the canal clearing was begun last 
January, and about eleven miles have been 
Cleared the full width of 486feet. Chopping 
was done in January, when there wasa rain 
fallof 64inches. It might have been done at 
@ less cost later, but it was felt that it must 
be done then in order that the wood chopped 
might be burned in April, when the dry sea 
60n began. ‘ 

In constructing atelegraph line great dim. 
culties were encountered. The first ten miles 
was through a deep swamp whgre clearing 
was difficult and poles hard to obtain, where 
the wire and all other supplies had to be car- 
ried on the backs of men who were wading in 
water from one to four feetdeep. In places 
the water was so deep that poles could not be 
setin the ground, and hadto be fastened to 
stumps with wire as the only means of secur- 
ing them. 

in connection withthe surveys and other 
work, borings were made at the sites of ail 
the proposed important undertakings, such 
as dais, embankments and locks, and at the 
heavy cuts. These holes were bored to the 
bottom of the canal, orto the bottom of all 

roposed foundations. Many of them were 

rom 200 to 300 feet deep, The diamond drill 
was used, which took out a solid core from 
which specimens were preserved, so that 
contractors and others interested may at any 
time see exactly what the work will be. 

Accompanying the report of the division 
engineer isa report from Chief Surgeon J. E. 
Kdward Stuffert of the hospital service of the 
company, which shows that hospitals have 
been provided after the pattern of the best 
regulated hospitals tn New York, and that the 
health of the employes has been very wood. 
Nnly 1% per cent of those actually in the 
hospitals have died, and this percentage in- 
cludes all cases whether due to accidents in- 
volving sudden death or deaths from phthis- 
is, pulmonalis, contracted before entering 
the company’s service. Of those admitted to 
the hospitals suffering from diseases con.- 
tracted in the country, only two-thirds of one 
percent have died.. Diseases met withare 
not, as generally supposed, entirely of a ma- 
larial character, for only 51 per cent of. the 
cases treated during the three months past 
have been due to fever of any form. 

A cable dispatch this week to President Mil- 
ler announces that actual canal excavation 
has now begun. In spe of the swampy con- 
dition of the land near Greytown the soil is of 
clay and sand, and ts of sufficient cons!stency 
to stay where itisdumped.

was not reported by the Council Committee 
on Sanitary Affairs yesterday, but the slop 
business took a couple of unexpected turns 
which add new complications. The St. Louis 
Reduction Co. also took a whirl at the dead 
ahimal contract in the Health Department, 
while some dead animal contractors madea 
play for the slop contract in the Council. The 
new bids forthe dead animal contracts were 
opened by the Board of Health yesterday.

THE BASE BALL TREUBLES WILL SOON 
BE syTTLED. 


Al Spalding Saw the Boston Triumvirs 
Wil Consem to an Association Team 
in Their Oiy—Racing, Athletics, Pugil- 
ism and ¢@ther Sports. 


Al G. Spaliing, who has been engaged in 
straightemng out the se ball tangle, has 
arrived tack in Chicago anda speedy settle- 
ment ofche trouble is looked for. In fact, it 
is genefally believed that everything has been 
practcally settled. Mr. Spalding as the Na- 
tions! League representative and A. W. 
Thurman, in behalf of the American Associa- 
tion, have been vested with power to com- 
plete the deaisonthe plan already mapped 


out. Even the Boston and Philadelphia Play- 
ers’ Clubs have agreed toabide by their de- 
cision, having been convinced that the two 
arbitrators were working sincerely for the 
good ofthe game. With the affair wholly in 
the hands of two men the work 
of arbitration is much simplified, 
and yet it is a difficult task 
owing to the many conflicting interests 
to be looked after. Association clubs will un- 
doubtedly be located in Philadelphia, Boston 
and Chicago. The Wagner brothers are 
practically sure of securingthe Philadelphia 
Association franchise, and they, as wellas 
the Boston Players’ League people, have 
agreed to leave the question of assigning 
Brotherhood players to Messrs. Spalding and 
Thurman, 

The Wagner brothers have asked, and so 
have the Boston people, that their team be 
left as near to its last year’s make-up as pos- 
sible, but if Spalding and Thurman detide 
that the teams shall be broken, why broken 
they willbe. Itis probable that everything 
will be fixed up within two weeks. 

A.G. Spalding was interviewed in New York 
early this week after his return from Boston, 
where he had been in consultation for two 
days with the National League magnates of 
thatcity. ‘‘I found at first that considerable 
opposition existed,’’ said he, ‘‘tothe scheme 
of giving the Players’ League Club of that 
city a franchise inthe American Association; 
but tried my best to convince Soden and 


Conant thatit would be forthe good of the 
gameto vive the Players’ League Clubthat 
advantage. I think nowthatthe old mag- 
nates will look at it in that light, and that the 
Boston eypd will be straightened out all right. 
President Prince wants the franchise for his 
club, and arrangements can be made that 
will be satisfactory to both parties.’’ 

‘*Will the new club be allowed to retain its 
players?’’ was asked. 

“That potnt was not toucked upon. We 
spoke only of the business part of the subject. 
Regarding the players I can not say what will 
be done as yet. I leave to-night for Phila- 
en and will go straight home from 
there.’’ 

REVISING THE NATIONAL AGREEMENT. 

When the base ball diplomatists get through 
revising the National Agreement that docu- 
ment will be vastly different in many respects 
from what it is nuw. President Byrne of 
Brooklyn says the. the revision will be in the 
line of progre’:s, and that good use will be 
made of t'-< recent experiences in the sphere 
of base ball. ‘‘It will be the main pur- 
pose,’’ sald she, ‘‘to make its provis- 
ions equitable. The reserve rule, for in- 
stance, will be thoroughbtly overhauled and 
all evil features eliminated as far as possible. 
Of course, cannot say just how this isto be 
accomplished. It willrequirea good deal of 
work and thinking to properly draw i the 
instrument. But I can say that the player 
will be taken into consideration in every 
move made, and he will not be compelled to 
Sign with any club against his wishes. 

‘*‘] am heartily in favorof including the 
Western Association under the new national 
agreement. That organization has shown 
itself to be strong and hearty, and represent- 
ing,as it does, the great growing West, it 
should have equal say with the older two 
bodies on base ball’s national legislation.’’
